Mac-Burger offers plan which might 
cut red tape out of courts 


When a judge, makes a Proclamation 
mast lawyers listen. When that judge 
holds the highest judicial position in 
the land, it’s logical most lawyers — 
and most other judges, too — will listen 
even more intently. 

The recent suggestion by Chief 
Justice Warren Burger of the United 
States: Supreme Court may not receive 
the enthusiastic legal embrace to which 
laymen might normally think it entitled. 

You see, what Justice Ruraer said 
among other things, is that we should 
take a look at how to reduce the court 
role of lawyers and judges. 


As a matter of fact, Justice Burger 
indicated, if we don't do something 
along these lines, our courts are in real 
trouble. 

Justice Burger chose a conference of 
the American Bar Association to display 
his reform views. The conference. 
appropriately enough, was designed to 
study new ways to settle minor legal 
disputes, such as small claims, land- 
lord-tenant conflicts, and consumer 
complaints. 


This country already , has more 
lawyers per Capita than any country in 
the world, Justice Burger noted, but 
“far too little” is being done to simplify 
legal mechanics in minor disputes. 

“The role of law, in terms of formal 
litigation, with the full panoply of time- 
consuming and expensive procedural 
niceties. can be overdone,” Burger said. 

“The consumer with $300 in contro- 
versy for car repairs, of a dispute ona 
defective roofing job, or a malfunction- 
ing home appiiance, prefers a reason- 
ably satisfactory resolution to the 
protracted legal proceedings that are 
characteristic of courts.” 

What does the Chief Justice have in 
mind as a remedy? Well, maybe some 
non-lawyers could help, he suggests.

one jawyer, to the traditional court 
system to resolve his modest but 
irritating claim,” Mr. Burger proposed.

Processes, we may be on our way to a 
society overrun by hordes of lawyers 
hungry as locusts, and brigades of 
judges in numbers never before con-. 
templated,” Burger said. 

Reminds me of the old story: A new 
lawyer moved into town. He was the 
only lawyer in town, and he starved. 
Then a second lawyer moved into town. 
They both got rich. 

Picture the neighborhood court, as 
Mr. Justice Burger seems to be 
suggesting. Perhaps it could have 
drive-in windows, with arbiters and 
conciliators for the simple cases, with 
sit-down, inside service presided over 
by panels of lawyers and laymen for the 
more serious cases. 

Each court would need an identifi- 

ation sign, of course, with perhaps a 
oit of advertising, like: “More than 17 
biftion in claims settled by this court.” 

Maybe that’s not such a bad idea. 
After all, it seems to work all right for 
another situation involving a “burger.”

This year, unbelievably enough, the shock is even greater, Who 
could imagine that over 140 bags have been removed from the 
AuSable and some 700 more bags from county roads along with the 
Frederic and Grayling beautification programs? Currently cleaned 
areas are M-72 East lo McMaster's Bridge Road, North Down River 
to Kellogg's Bridge, Old 97 fram Grayling to Frederic. portions of 
Grayling and Frederic areas, afl access points along the AuSable 
trom Grayling to below Wakeley’s and from Ray's Canoe Livery on 
the AuSable to White Pine Campground below Wakeley’s Bridge, 
except for parts between Rayburns and Burtons tanding. 

It's been a hot, humid, filthy project so far, but it doesn’t really 
bother anyone because they feel good about helping their 
community maintain its natural state. The part that has been most 
difficult to accept is the clean areas that get re-littered almost 
overnight.

tions to sell some 50.000 acres. 
later expanding that to as many 
as 74.000 acres in the water- 
sheds of the two rivers. 

Consumers Power will retain 
about 29,000 additional acres 
on those rivers. most of which 
are under Federal Power Gom- 
mission licenses and are used 
in connection with hydroetectric 
dams. The remainder are being 
retained for rights of way and 
other company purposes. 

The company wil also retain 
the right to harvest pine trees on 
certain lands as they reach pole 
height. More than 23 mitlion 
trees Nave been planted and 
nurtured by the company under 
a forestry management program 
of long standing. 

A number of individuals hold 
recreational leases on company 
lands along both the AuSable 
and Manistee Rivers. None of 
these teased parcels are involv- 
ed in the present negotiations 
and no decision has been reach- 
ed regarding final disposition of 
these leases. 

The main stream of the 
AuSable is about 138 miles 
Jong. Consumers Power owns 
82 miles or 60 percent. mest of 
it in the lower portion of the 
river. Of the Manistee’s 175 
miles. the utility owns 98 miles 
or 56 percent 

These lands were purchased 
in the early 1900's for hydro- 
electric generation. Some of the 
acreage has heen leased for 
public recreational use by town- 
ship, county and state agen- 
cies. All of the lands have been 
availahie on a day use basis for 
public recreation for many 
years, Reid said. 

Negotiations for acreage the 
US. Forest Service would like 
fo acquire are being handled by 
The Nature Conservancy, a 
member - governed, nonprofit 
organization based in the Wash- 
ington, D.G., area. No agree- 
ment has been reached on @ 
purchase price for any of those 
acres, Reid said.
